SIREN SIMILAR 
TO OLD ONE TO 
REPLACE TYPE 
ON TBIUHERE 


At a conference with Federal Elec- 


tric company representatives at the 
borough fire engine house Friday 
evening, members of the local fire 
company's siren purchasing com- 
mittee followed instructions given 
them at the company's February 
meeting and secured the promise of 
a new siren—minus the coding fea- 
tures—to arrive here by the end of 
next week. 


Tests of the coding siren placed 


here early last month had resulted 
in an unfavorable vote last week by 
fire company members who agreed 
that a coding system is unnecessary 
and inadvisable for Gettysburg. 


The change in sirens will save the 


local company—and indirectly the 
borough of Gettysburg — several 
hundred dollars. J. E. Codori. chair- 
man of the purchasing committee 
said the saving may amount to $400. 


The new alarm to be shipped Mon- 


day from the middle west for Get- 
tysburg will be less expensive be- 
cause it lacks coding control. 
It 


will have a higher pitch than the 
one in use here for the last several 
weeks and will have an oscillating 
tone instead of the single toned blast 
of the coding device. The siren to 
be sent here will be similar in type 
to the alarm in use here for many

REBEL TROOPS 


CIRCLE TERUEL 


Hendaye. France, at the Spanish 


Frontier, Feb. 19 (AP)—The Span- 
ish Insurgents officially announced 
today they had encircled Teruel in 
their new south Aragon offensive. 


Two thousand Government troops 


garrisoning the provincial capital 
city were fighting to defend it. 


The Insurgents said they had "in- 


timations" from the garrison, how- 


" ever, that they would like to discuss 
terms for surrender of Teruel. 


General Francisco Franco's offen- 


sive, striking east and southeast 
from 
the Alfambra river valley 


north of Teruel, gained several miles 
of mountain territory before the 
action centered on Teruel. 


Government dispatches from Ma- 


drid said there was heavy fighting 
around the Belchite sector, on the 
northern sector of the Aragon front, 
where their troops had been forced 
back. There was no confirmation in 
Madrid, however, of the Insurgent 
reports that Teruel, on the southern 
sector of the Aragon, had been en- 
circled. 


The Teruel offensive began late 


Thursday when Franco's crack units 
swept across the Guar mountains, 
about 15 miles northeast of Teruel 
and swung southward around the 
neighboring town of Corbalan. 


Teruel, long the spearhead of an 


insurgent threat against Valencia, 
was captured by the Government in 
a surprise offensive December 21. 
Since that time the Insurgents have 
been massing trbops to recapture it.

ARMY LEADERS 


Shanghai. Feb. 19 (AP)—Japan 


ordered a new commanding general 
and troop re-inforcements to the 
central China war zone today "to 
meet the new situation" precipitat- 
ed by violent Chinese counter-of- 
fensive operations. 


Savage fighting continued along 


the far-flung fronts paralleling the 
strategic Lunghai railway, with both 
sides winning indecisive victories. 


It was reported that General 


Shunroku Hata. inspector general 
of military education in Japan, had 
arrived to take over command of 
the Japanese 
troops which for 


months have been struggling to con- 
quer the rich central China agricul- 
tural region and railroad network. 


General Hata was said to have 


been sent to replace General Iwane 
Matsui because of dis-satisfaction in 
Tokyo with the loss of prestige suf- 
fered by the Japanese army because 
of breaches of discipline in central 
China. General Matsui's public ut- 
terances also were reputed to have 
met with disfavor, because of the 
foreign reaction to them. 


Dispatches from the front indi- 


cated the Chinese counter-offensive 
was meeting with success in the 
Hwai river sector north of Pengpu, 
where the Japanese have been 
stalled in their drive northward to- 
ward the Lunghai line.

ARKANSAS HAS 


FLOOD THREAT 


Little Rock. Ark., Feb. 19 (AP).— 


Three rivers and their numerous 
tributaries roared an ominous flood 
threat to Arkansas today while oth- 
er sections of the south recovered 
from effects of storms which claimed 
at least 27 lives. 


Hundreds of persons fled their 


lowland homes as the Ouachita, 
Arkansas, and White rivers, swollen 
by a week's downpour, spilled their 
excess burden over thousands of 
acres of farm lands. Army engineers 
said the predicted crests probably 
would bring greater flood problems 
than in 1935. 


Relief workers at Rodessa, Louisi- 


ana, commenced rehabilitation work 
in the little oil field community 
where a tornado ripped through the 
residential section Thursday night, 
leaving 25 persons dead, 41 injured 
and four missing. 


Searchers who dug into the storm- 


made bog Friday night found no ad- 
ditional victims and expressed be- 
lief the death toll would run no 
higher. 


Property damage was estimated a> 


high as $500,000, including the de- 
struction of seven oil derricks.

OF HANOVER RD, 


A busy schedule of road work and 


bridge building for late winter and 
early spring is being laid out for Ad- 
ams 'county by Raymond L. Wisler, 
superintendent of maintenance un- 
der the Pennsylvania Highway de- 
partment in Adams county. 


Quarrying operations already have 


begun at Gephart's quarry near 
Centennial to prepare stone for use 
in building shoulders along a section 
of the Gettysburg-Hanover highway 
which will widen the 16-foot wind- 
ing road to 20 feet. 


Work on the building of the 


shoulders is expected to begin Mon- 
day, February 28. The eastern'end 
of the concrete section, about a mile 
east of Square Corners, will be the 
starting point and the work will 
progress westward, although there is 
no prospect at present that it will 
be continued the entire distance to 
Gettysburg this spring.

ECONOMIC RENT 


M'NAIR'S IDEA 


Pittsburgh. Feb. 19 (AP)—Wil- 


liam N. McNair, Pittsburgh's col- 
orful former mayor and now a can- 
didate for Governor, advanced to- 
day a theory of "economic rent" to 
end the depression—in 30 days. 


"My proposal to cure the depres- 


sion," he explained, "is to abolish all 
taxes and substitute economic rent 
as the sole source of revenue for 
government expenses. 


He described economic rent, as a 


"creation of the community" and 
explained that he meant the price 
paid in rental because "a certain 
comer or business location is in a 
more advantageous position than 
that occupied by another firm." 


"As an example," he said, "a firm 


here in town pays $800 a day for 
a comer location, and pays gladly 
because all roads lead there.

FARMERS TOLD 
TO DECIDE OWN 
FUTURE; CO-OP 
REPORTS HEARD 


The Adana County Farm Bureau 


Co-operative association conducted 
its fourth annual meeting Friday 
evening in the chapel of St. James 
Lutheran church when it elected five 
directors, heard business reports for 
1937. when the association record- 
ed a banner year by increasing its 
stockholders, patrons, gross business 
and net worth to new highs far 
above 1936 figures. 


Following the business session the 


farmers and their wives heard An- 
thony Lehner, Harrisburg, from the 
department of education and organi- 
zation of the Pennsylvania Farm 
Bureau Co-operative association, de- 
clare in an address that: "If there 
is any hope for agriculture, whatever 
is to be done must be done by the 
farmers themselves. We can't de- 
pend upon outside influences to de- 
velop a program that will assure 
stability for agriculture. The most 
effective tool to that end is in your 
hands—co-operative effort." 


The progress of the four-year-old 


county farmers' co-operative organi- 
zation was shown graphically in the 
annual report of G. Marion Stam- 
baugh, association manager. With 
the use of charts he showed the as- 
sociation members the relative de- 
velopments in every department of 
the association's work since it was 
organized in 1934. 


Business Increases 6 Times 


The manager's charts showed that 


the volume of feeds handled last 
year was six times that of the first 
year and nearly double that for 
1936. 
Feed purchases totalled $44,- 


601 last year. Another chart showed 
the monthly receipts for last year 
from the feed grinding mill that 
was installed late in 1936. A total of 
520 tons, or 26 carloads, was ground 
and mixed, he said. 


Fertilizer sales reached their high- 


est point ever in 1937, another chart 
showed Fertilizer sales amounted to 
$25,203 or three times the figure for 
1934 and nearly 55 per cent over the 
1936 sales. A total of 1,106 tons of. 
various .types of.-fertillzeruwas -sold - 
by the association. Seed sales were 
56 per cent 'above the 1936 figure 
with a total of $8,546. The only di- 
vision showing a decrease for last 
year was spray materials which 
totalled $3,039, a figure which was 
18.8 per cent below the 1936 total. 


Other Advances Shown 


Other charts showed that miscel- 


laneous sales of many tyr^cs of mer- 
chandise last year totaled $30,324, or 
120 per cent more than in 1936; that 
gross sales reached a new high of 
$113,294 as compared with $62,789 
in 1936; that the'number of patrons 
climbed to 1,247 as compared with 
1,055 in 1936 and 513 at the end of 
the first year of the association's 
existence; that the number of stock- 
holders reached 311 as compared" 
with 165 a year before and 98 at the 
end of the organization's first year; 
that December 31 inventory figures 
increased steadily each year with 
the increase in the volume of busi- 
ness to $7.380 last December: that 
the capital stock of the association 
has reached $9.232 as against $7,166 
in 1936. and that the "net worth of 
the association was given at $11,060. 
a 40 per cent increase over the 1936 
sum. 


Later in the meeting D. M. Hoff- 


man, Aspers, a member of the board 
of directors, announced that the 
board has gone on record as favor- 
ing the building up of a "rolling 
capital" by leaving earnings in the 
association instead of receiving an- 
nual earnings checks. In that way 
the current resources will be built 
up and bank loans or loans from in- 
dividuals upon which the associa- 
tion must pay interest will be un- 
necessary. The savings in interest 
would accure to the benefit of all 
patrons, he said.

The Adams County Farm Bureau 
Co-operative association conducted 
its fourth annual meeting Friday 
evening in the chapel of St. Jam es 
Lutheran church when it elected five 
directors, heard business reports for 
1937, when the association record­ 
ed a banner year by increasing its 
stockholders, patrons, gross business 
and net worth to new highs far 
above 1936 figures. 
Following the business session the 
farm ers and their wives heard An­ 
thony Lehner, Harrisburg, from the 
departm ent of education and organi­ 
zation of the Pennsylvania Farm 
Bureau Co-operative association, de­ 
clare in an address that: “If there 
is any hope for agriculture, whatever 
is to be done must be done by the 
farm ers themselves. 
We can’t de­ 
pend upon outside influences to de­ 
velop a program th at will assure 
stability for agriculture. 
The most 
effective tool to th a t end is in your 
hands—co-operative effort.” 
Tile progress of the four-year-old 
county farm ers’ co-operative organi­ 
zation was shown graphically in the 
annual report of G. Marion Stam ­ 
baugh, association manager. 
With 
♦he use of charts he showed the as­ 
sociation members the relative de­ 
velopments in every* departm ent of 
the association’s work since it was 
organized in 1934. 
Business Increases 6 Times 
Tile m anager’s charts showed th at 
the volume of feeds handled last 
year wras six times th at of the first 
year and nearly double th at for 
1936. 
Feed purchases totalled $44.- 
601 last year. Another chart showed 
the monthly receipts for last year 
from the feed grinding mill that 
was installed late in 1936. A total of 
520 tons, or 26 carloads, was ground 
and mixed, he said. 
Fertilizer sales reached their high­ 
est point ever in 1937, another chart 
showed Fertilizer sales amounted to 
$25,203 or three times the figure for 
1934 and nearly 55 per cent over the 
1936 sales. 
A total of 1,106 tons of 
various types of fertilizer was sold 
by the association. Seed sales were 
56 per cent above the 1936 figure 
w'ith a total of $8,546. The only di­ 
vision showing a decrease for last 
year 
was spray m aterials which 
totalled $3,039, a figure which was 
18.8 per cent below the 1936 total. 
Other Advances Shown 
Other charts showed that miscel­ 
laneous sales of many types of m er­ 
chandise last year totaled $30,324, or 
120 per cent more than In 1936; that 
gross sales reached a new high of 
$113,294 as compared with $62,789 
in 1936; that the number of patrons 
climbed to 1,247 as compared with 
1.055 in 1936 and 513 at the end of 
the first year of the association’s 
existence; th a t the number of stock­ 
holders reached 311 as compared 
with 165 a year before and 98 at the 
end of tile organization’s first year; 
that December 31 inventory figures 
increased steadily each year with 
the increase in the volume of busi­ 
ness to $7,380 last December; th at 
the capital stock of the association 
has reached $9,232 as against $7,16ti 
in 1936, and that the “net worth of 
the association was given ut $11,060, 
a 40 per cent increase over the 1936 
sum.

FOOTBALL COACH 


New Brunswick, N. J., Feb. 19 


| (AP)—Harvey Hannan. head foot- 
ball coach at the University of 
Pennsylvania 
from 1931 tlirough 


1937, was named today to take over 
the job of rehabilitating the grid- 
iron fortunes of Rutgers, cradle of 
the intercollegiate sport. 


His appointment to the head 


coaching job was announced by Rut- 
gers" president, Dr. Robert C. Cloth- 
ier, who disclosed at the same time 
that J. Wilder Tubkcr, coach for the 
past seven years, has resigned. The 
announcement said Tasker, under 
alumni fire for the last two seasons, 
was taking another position.

Fence Buster 
To Test Balls 
For Big Leagues 


Washington, Feb. 19 (AP).—The 


bureau of standards tested its fed- 
eral fence buster today preliminary 
to determining next week the rela- 
tive home-run qualities of American. 
National and International league 
baseballs. 


At the request of Clark Griffith, 


president of the Washington Senat- 
ors, who wants to know how the 
different league balls compare, the 
government has built a big air gun 
that can knock more home runs in 
a day than Babe Ruth did in a life- 
time. 


Unlike the Babe's, however, the 


government's round-trippers will be 
inside the park. In fact, they won't 
get out of one of the little giey 
rooms at the bureau of standards. 


Here's the way the scientists are 


going to hit 'em: 


The air gun will be loaded with a 


one-pound wooden projectile. This 
represents the slugger's bat. 


A scientist will pull a trigger. The 


projectile will strike a baseball. The 
baseball wilj_fly toward a ballistic 
pendulum. 


After each of such hits, the scient- 


ist will take a reading on the pen- 
dulum. It'll tell him how hard the 
ball hit the pendulum, or whether it 
was a home-run, a double or just a 
pop fly. 


Dr. H. L. Dryden, chief of the me- 


chanics and sound division, built the 
federal fence buster and will super- 
vise the mechanical slugging. 


He's geared the buster to propel a 


ball 200 feet a second, which he 
says is giving the ball an awful sock, 
but not a wallop that some hitters 
can't duplicate. 


The governmental home-run hit- 


ting will begin Monday and continue 
for two weeks. Then the nation will 
get the long awaited answer to the 
dead-ball-live-ball question.

Washington, Feb. 19 'API.---The 
bureau of standards tested its fed­ 
eral fence buster today preliminary 
to determining next week the rela­ 
tive home-run qualities of American 
National and International league 
baseballs. 
AL the request of Clark Griffith, 
president of the Washington Senat­ 
ors, who wants to know how the 
different league* balls compare, th** 
government has built a big air gun 
that can knock more horn** runs in 
a day than Babe Ruth did in a life- 
I ime. 
Unlike the Babe's, however, the 
government’s round-trippers will be 
inside the park. In fact, they won’t 
get out of one ol the little grey 
rooms at the bureau of standards. 
Here's the way the scientists are 
toing to hit 'em: 
The air gun will be loaded with a 
one-pound wooden projectile. 
This 
represents the slugger’s bat. 
A scientist will pull a trigger. The 
projectile will strike a baseball. Tile 
baseball will fly toward a ballistic 
pendulum. 
After each of such hits, the scient­ 
ist will take a reading on the pen­ 
dulum, It’ll tell him how hard tile 
ball hit th*- pendulum, or whether it 
was a home-run a double or just a 
pop fly. 
Dr. H L Dryden, chief of the me­ 
chanics and sound division, built the 
federal fence buster and will super­ 
vise the mechanical slugging. 
He’s geared the buster to propel a 
ball 200 feet a second, which he 
says is giving the bull an awfu] sock, 
but not a wallop that some hitters 
can’t duplicate. 
The governmental home-run hit­ 
ting will begin Monday and continue 
for two weeks.

Rajah Mantusen could not come 
out.

often was delayed for hours in his 
circuit of the intervening miles of 
jungle. 


In the end, Clyde had to make 


guarantees of enormous indemnities 
if any accident should befall Man- 
tusen himself, or his goo'ds, when 
Malay praus took to the river. This 
was purely a gamble on Clyde's 
part: he could not pay the idemni- 
ties if our plans went wrong. But I 
think those stubborn Malays would 
have died there if they could not 
have obtained terms which they felt 
satisfactory to the saving of face. 


Our longboat moved up the Side- 


rong river at last. It was I who 
officially took over the improvised 
palace which represented the the- 
oretical lordship of Balingong raj. 
Clyde had been forced, after much 
arguing, to admit that we could no 
longer allow him to risk

He • would protect them, in 
trade. He would lead them into ways 
which would make them great. 


All this was pretty vague, and it 


was a good thing that it was. If 
Clyde had attempted to give them 
any exact idea of what he meant to 
do, they would have gone away 
scandalized by what' little they 
understood. As it was, they perhaps 
got the notion that he was promis- 
ing them all more heads than 
formerly.

Backgrounds of Adams County 


By B. F. MACPHERSON 


No. 28—At the Turn of a Road 


'T'HE road is straight, but we turn. 
•*• 
for our destination is reached 


only making use of a by-path. 
At 


the end of this we find one of the 
most interesting old grave-yards in 
Adams county. You have'probably 
guessed correctly—it is Leer's burial 
plot that we are about to explore. 
We purposely delayed writing a 
column on this subject before, due 
to the fact that we wished to obtain 
additional data. Reasonable success 
has attended this undertaking, so 
herewith m the following para- 
graphs we hope you will find an 
answer to some "historical myster- 
ies." 


History tells us that Leer's grave- 


yard was named for the farmer who 
donated the land for the plot. To 
a certain extent, this is a small 
family graveyard. The members of 
the. Robinette family are buried m 
a small, fenced area. Down further 
in the plot are buried a few of the 
Moorhead family. The records of 
Christ 
Episcopal parish 
include 


many notations concerning these 
families. We have often wondered, 
not always to ourselves, just why 
these people buried their dead out- 
side the consecrated ground of the 
churchyard? The Church of Eng- 
land used to be very strict regard- 
ing this matter. Some day we may 
find an answer to this question. 
Perhaps you can help us. 


One historian asserts that many 


of the bodies in this graveyard were 
moved to.Sunnyside when the latter 
named burial ground was opened. 
We have been unable, thus far, to as- 
certain the names of the above men- 
tioned people. However, those who 
still remain in this original plot arc 
more than interesting. 


First, let us-consider the'Moor- 


tiead family. Robert Moorhead and 
his wife arrived in this country in 
or prior to 1748. They were natives 
of County Clare, Ireland. This first 
Moorhead took up three hundred 
acres about three miles north of 
York Springs near the Carlisle pike. 
James, the son of Peter Moorhead, 
was born on the ocean during the 
voyage to America. James married 
Elizabeth Fletcher. 
They lived on 


the old farm and were buried in 
Leer's 
graveyard. 
The children 


born to them are as follows: Robert, 
married Sally Brandon; Edward, 
married Sally Parsel; Fletcher, mar- 
ried Sally Livingston, William, mar- 
ried Sally Proctor; John, married 
Sarah Morrison;' Mary, married 


Kelethan; Rebecca, married 
Richardson; Elizabeth, mar- 


ried William Proctor. 


The following members of this 


family are ' buried in the plot: 
Fletcher Moorhead, (1780—July 31, 
1846): Sally, wife of Fletcher Moor- 
head. (1770—September 23, 1849); 
James Moorhead, son of Peter, (1730 
—August 4, 1814) and Elizabeth, 
wife of James Moorhead,' (1734— 
July 16, 1816). 


Next we enter the enclosed area— 


the burial place or the Kobmettes. 
We know little or nothing about this 
family. We give a list of 'the mem- 
bers of this'clan buried here m the 
hope that some one will be able to 
offer some information. The names 
are as follows: Allen Robinette, 
(June 13, 1781—December 22, 1865); 
Martha,"wife of 'Allen Robinette 
(1796—March' 29, 1829); Deborah, 
daugher of Allen and Ma>tha Rob'i- 
nette (1822—July 21, 1824); Agness 
Robinette, 
(1752—July ' 10,' 1818); 


George Robinette, (1745—April 5, 
1804); Mary, daughter of George 
and Agness Robinette, (1786—Janu- 
ary 27, 1811);' James Robinette, (1773 


•April 25, 1852); George Robinette, 


(March 30th, 1789—February 20th, 
1871) and Susan, wife of George 
Robinette, . (December 20th, 1803— 
August 20th, 1877). 


The Sanderson family is repre- 


sented here. We gives their names 
as follows: John Sanderson, (1760 
December 28, 1802); Elizabeth San- 
derson, (1732—December 21, 1802) 
and Alexander Sanderson, 
(1731— 


December 27, 1799). At the court- 
house we found the will of Alexan- 
der Sanderson, in this document 
he mentions his wife Elizabeth, his

A friend of mine wrote a book many years ago. called “Obvious Adams." 
it was the story of an advertising man who always seemed to solve every 
difficult problem In a conference by hitting upon the obvious thing to do 
j in every instance. And so it was that he stood1 high and his counsel was 
I always sought. The obvious is always the easiest—and usually the most 
I im portant. 
Fortunes have been m ade by inventors who have looked at the obvious— 
and did something about it! 
Immense tim e is wasted by expensive parades, long conferences, com­ 
mittee meetings and investigations, because those concerned do not get 
down to "brass tacks" at once and form ulate their business so th a t im­ 
mediate action can be- crystallized.

Income Tax Data 


Automobile Deductions 


With the number of automobile 


owners registering in the millions, 
the question of deductions for the 
cost of operation and maintanance 
of a motor car frequently arises. 
The purchase price of an automo- 
bile, whether it is to be used for 
business or pleasure, cannot be de- 
ducted from gross income. If used 
for business, it is a capital expendi- 
ture: if used for pleasure, it is a 
personal expenditure—both deduc- 
tions being expressly prohibited by 
the income-tax law. 


Several deductions, however, are 


allowable in connection with the cost 
of maintenance and operation of an 
automobile, used either for business 
or pleasure. If used exclusively for 
business, deductions may be taken 
for the cost of gasoline, oi], repairs, 
garage rent, and other necessary op- 
eration and upkeep expenses. De- 
preciation based on the cost of the 
and its estimated useful life, also is 
deductible. 


Othe rdeductible items are as fol- 


lows: Sums paid during the taxable 
year for registration fees, drivers' 
licenses, personal-property tax. and 
municipal taxes: interest on money 
borrowed for the purchase of a mo- 
tor car, either for business or for 
pleasure; loss sustained by reason of 
damage while car is being used for 
business, provided such loss is not 
covered by insurance or otherwise; 
damages paid for injury to another, 
provided that the car was being used 
for business at the time, and the 
damage was not covered by insur- 
ance or otherwise; and the amount 
paid for insurance on motor vehicles 
used for business purposes.

F, D, R, PROGRAM 


Washington. Feb. 19 (AP)—Con- 


gressional leaders, determined to 
make this a short, productive ses- 
sion, concentrated today on hasten- 
ing action on President Roosevelt's 
legislative program. 


The leaders and most members 


were hopeful of adjournment early 
in May. Many of the law-makers 
were anxious to get back home and 
look after their election-year politi- 
cal interests. 


The faster tempo of Congress the 


last week heartened leaders. Action 
was completed on one major bill, the 
new agricultural adjustment meas- 
ure, and several others moved sub- 
stantially nearer enactment. 


The southern filibuster against the 


anti-lynching bill has held up Sen- 
ate progress. However, Senate lead- 
ers said the measure would be laid 
aside Monday. The Senate is to 
start work then on the House-ap- 
proved $250,000,000 deficiency relief 
appropriation, reported out Friday 
by the appropriations committee. 


In connection with the desire for 


early adjournment, members await- 
ed with considerable interest Mr. 
Roosevelt's projected message on re- 
vision of the anti-trust laws. There 
were reports in informed quarters, 
however, that he might not ask ac- 
,ual 
revision at this session, but 


merely request a congressional study 
of desirable changes.
